2. AUTOMATION IN CLINICAL LABORATORIES, LED BY UK, HAS FOCUSED

A) NEED POR GENERAL GUIDELINES FOR PROPER LABELING AND MANU- 
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FACTURE OF DIAGNOSTIC REAGENTS AND KITS TO IMPROVE QUALITY OF 
CLINICAL ANALYSIS. 

B) NEED TO DEVELOP A UNIVERSAL VOCABULARY TO PROMOTE INTERNATIONAL 
COMPARABILITY AND FACILITATE TITLY SEARCHES OF PERTINENT LITER- 
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ATURE. 

C) NEED FOR GREATER TEST ACCURACY ( IN TEST RESULTS) TO SPEED 
DIAGNOSIS AND ENABLE FRESH INSIGHTS INTO THE INCEPTION OF DESEASE. 

D) NEED FOR "NO-FAIL" PATIENT AND SPECIMEN IDENTIFICATION 
SYSTEM TO PREVENT TRAGIC ERRORS AND REPETITIVE TESTING. 

THE FINAL PROJECT REPORT INCLUDING CONCLUSIONS AND RECOMMEND- 
ATIONS ON ALL SUBJECTS IS BEING PREPARED FOR CIRCULATION AND WILL 
BE SUBMITTED FORMALLY AT THE APRIL 1975 PLENARY. 

3. ORGANIZED AMBULATORY HEALTH SERVICES PROJECT, LED BY FRG, 

DEALS WITH AMBULATORY HEALTH SERVICES SPECIFICALLY ORGANIZED TO 
EFFECTIVELY SERVE LARGE NUMBERS OF PATIENTS. PROJECT REPORT 
PRESENTED OBSERVATIONS ON SPECIFIC EXAMPLES OF ORGANIZED AMBULA- 
TORY HEALTH SERVICES; COMPONENTS OF SUCH SERVICES; HEALTH STATUS 
AND DIAGNOSTIC SCREENING; AND NATIONALPOLICIES AND ADMINISTRATIVE 
APPROACHES TO DEVELOPMENT OF LARGE SCALE AMBULATORY HEALTH 
PROGRAMS. A DRAFT FINAL REPORT WAS CIRCULATED FOR COMMENT BY PART-
